H. Davies, Major 
Woilebouse, ex Minister from Eng- 
land, and George Macfarlaue, who 
was King Kalakaua's chief financial 
agent, are all in Europe at this time, 
the supposition being that they are 
looking to bringing about such an 
arrangement with England.

"I called at the Department on 


Tuesday last," he said, "to pay my 
repects to Mr. Adee, whom I know 
quite-well. Mr. A dee, I was told, was 
away ou leave, and it was suggested 
to me tbat I see Secretary Olney. I 
accordingly seut In my card to the 
official, and word came back tha* he 
was so busy that be mast ask to be 
excused. I recognized tbat Tuesday 
was not diplomatic day, and I bad no 
right to call upon him. It is my in- 
tention to see Mr. Olney as early as 
possible in order that I may be able 
to make arrangements for my presen- 
tation to tbe President. Just as soon 
aa this ceremony is performed I shall 
begin my functions as Minister "

As a result of tbe investigation the

It is now 
claimed ihat he is none else than tbe 
well-known Charles Hopkins, a de- 
serter from the British army, who 
has been more or less engaged in all 
the uprisings in America dur.ng tbe 
past two years. During tbe late re- 
bellion in Brazil be got together quite 
a little army for the insurgents under 
Admiral Mello, and was supposed to 
have been killed at RioJaueiro. He has 
also been instrumental in furnishing 
troops to the Cutian patriotic league 
for the struggle which is going on in 
that island. 


Adams still stoutly denies being en- 


gaged in recruiting for the Royalists' 
party in Hawaii, but the Government 
officials are Inclined to think differ- 
ently. It is known that a number of 
men have been approached by a man 
answering bis description with offers 
to serve in any army without any 
danger, and with an absolute reward 
for their services. He 
is 
skillful 


enough, however, to avoid all incrim- 
inating evidence, and tbe authorities 
are inclined to believe tbat he is being 
used merely as tbe tool of some more 
inSueutial parties. 
Ever since tbe upheaval in tbe Isl- 


and Kingdom there have been a con- 
siderable number of Royalists flocking 
to Eastern Canada and New England 
It Is thought that the funds are being 
supplied from this source. Several of 
tbe largest arms manufacturing firms 
in tbe East report that while they 
have received no orders in large quan- 
tities for arms, still business is not 
dull when compared with other years, 
and they attribute this to tbe Cuban 
rebellion and to the probability of a 
coup d'etat iu Hawaii. 


Meanwhile Adams is under constant 


surveillance, aud any attempt'to or- 
ganize any expedition will promptly 
be put to an end.

Ever since the fire at the Opera 


House there has been a feeling of 
uncertainty about 
some of the 


buildings in Honolulu which had 
been wired for electric lighting; 
' not that it had been decided that 


the fire there was the result of de- 
fective wiring, but such a rumor 
was floating around and people 
have been 
timid 
about electric 


lights ever since. 


The scare was communicated to 


the agents of the various insurance 
companies here, as one of them im- 
mediately set to work to have an 
inspector of buildings appointed, 
some one whose duty it would be to 
pass apon the wiring of buildings, 
whether the work is done by the 
Electric Light Company or private 
individuals. 
After some time the 


Board of Underwriters appointed a 
committee and the following sug- 
gestions were made to the Board: 


We recommend that a known 


electrician resident in Honolulu be 
appointed Electrical Inspector by 
and for the Board, and as an offi- 
cer of the Board to serve for one 
year, and year by year, subject to 
the election of the Board. We 
recommend for such appointment, 
Williard I. Warriner. 


That the rules to be followed by 


such Electric Inspector shall be 
those of the National Code of Rules 
for installation of wiring and ap- 
paratus, as recommended by the 
Underwriters International Elec- 
trical Association and adopted by 
the Pacific Insurance Union and 
the Honolulu Board of Under- 
writers. 
That, to facilitate the in- 


spection and for record with the 
secretary of the Honolulu Board of 
Underwriters, the Electrical In- 
spector shall fill up a form, which 
form after consultation shall cover 
all matters 
pertaining 
to 
the 


building and the arrangement of 
the wires. All that is essential in 
the premises was embodied in the 
paper and with the assistance of 
Mr. Warriner it was made com- 
plete. 
The committee recommend that 


when a policy falls due, insured in 
a company having a representative 
here the inspector shall be requested 
by the secretary of the Board of Un- 
derwriters to make an examina- 
tion of the premises and repor 
upon the condition to the secre- 
tary and report to the applying 
agent, as well all other members o: 
the Board provided the report of 
the inspector warrants it, that the 
electrical system in the building 
examined and is acceptable or 
otherwise as the case may be. 


The payment for all electrica 


inspection as proposed in this re 
port, be made by the secretary to 
the inspector on" the latter's filing 
his report in each instance of in 
spection and that such amounts be 
charged as an expense of the Board 
to be ultimately met by tbe pen 
odical assessments levied on the 
members of the Board. It wa 
intended originally that a portion 
of the expense should be met bj 
the assured, but it was decided tha 
it was best that the Board bear i 
all rather than cause dissatisfac 
tion among the policy holders 
The matter of payment of this ex 
pense was left for discussion befor 
the full Board.

In January, 1892, the defendant, 


being unable to meet tbe assessments 
payable upon the benefit certificates 
of himself and bis wife as companions 
of the American Legion of Honor, 
delivered the certificates to the plain- 
tiff as security for advances to be 
made by the plaintiff to pay such 
assessments, the advances to bear In- 
terest at the rate of nine per cent, per 
annum. This action of assumpsit is 
brought to recover tbe advances so 
made from February 1, 1892, to Jan- 
uary 3, 1895, amounting to $1014.00 
a ud'S 142 11 Interest. 


The defendant claimed that he was 


not personally liable, that he did not 
promise to reimburse the plaintiff, 
but that tbe latter was to pay the 
assessments, if at all, solely on bis 
awn responsibility, and look for reim- 
bursement only to the moneys pay- 
able on tbe certificates upon tbe death 
of the defendant or his wife respec- 
tively, the certificates being somewhat 
of tbe nature of life insurance policies. 
He also claimed that, whatever may 
have been the agreement prior to Sep- 
tember, 1894, he was in no way liable 
Tor payments made thereafter, as he 
bad at tbat time repudiated all respon- 
sibility in the matter. 


Tbe jury, however, In finding for 


tbe plaintiff for tbe full amount of the 
laim, must have found, in view of 
,he evidence aud tbe instructions of 
;he Court, tbat all assessments paid 
by the plaintiff up to September, 1894, 
were paid by him at tbe request of the 
defendant and upon tbe promise of tbe 
defendant to reimburse him as soon as 
3e, tbe defendant, should be able to 
do so; tbat the defendant was able to 
do so, he having become entitled to a 
"egacy of several times the amount of 
he claim; aud that the certificates 
were held by the plaintiff as security 


r tbe repayment of the advances. 
The only question to be considered 


on the exceptions Is whether the jury 
were correctly charged in substance 
that upon these facts the law would 
imply a promise on the part of the 
defendant to repay assessments ad- 
vanced even after notice to discon- 'five ounces. 
tinue them, If it were necessary for 
the plainiifl to pay them in order to 
preserve his security for tLe prior pay- 
ments. 


It is well settled that where one is 


obliged to p-»y for hi" own protection 


I what it is toe duty of another to pay, 
the law itnplieh both a request lo pay 
aud a promise to reimbur-e. It must 
be taken as a fact iu this ca*e tbat tbe 
plaintiff was obliged to make tbe sub 
sequent payments in order to preserve 
bin security for the prior payments, 
for the certificates would become void 
if the assessments were uot paid. Was 
it, however, the duty of the defendant 
to keep tbe certificate or policy alive 
until be had paid to the pUiutiffthe 
amount of the debt, for which the cer- 
tificate was pledged a-< security ? This 
questiou is not without difficulty, but 
it seems to us upon general principle* 
that, in tbe absence of an agreement 
to the contrary, when one pledges a 
security of this nature, be implieilly 
undertakes to keep it alive for the 
benefit of the pledgee so long as it re- 
mains as security for his debt, and 
that therefore, upon his default, tbe 
pledgee is entitled to do what he, tbe 
pledger, should have done and to look 
to him 
for reimbursement. 
This 


seems to be the law elsewhere in tbe 
case of pledgee of ordinary policies of 
insurance so far as can be judged from 
references iu text books to oases which 
are not in our library. See, for in- 
stance, Riddle on Ins., Seen 328, 329, 
and 18 Ana. & Eng. Enc. 6. 
r>8, Note 4. 


And the reason 
would seem to be 


stronger in cases of benefit certificates 
of the kind iu question which possess 
no ca«h ur paid up value upon sur- 
render.

MAIL-, Oct. 17.—A Wailuku na- 


tive, an ex-missionary to the South 
Sea, by the name of Lukela, has 
been posing a long time as a 
prophet. 
His mode of procedure 


was to promenade up and down 
Market street every Saturday and 
harangue the people, frequently 
quoting scripture. 
He wore a sort 


poncho with red and white stripes, 
and a half-moon was conspicuous 
on his breast. Previous to the 
cholera outbreak he was laughed at 
—considered a harmless crank- 
but having sometime before the 
epidemic made some 
statements 


about a plague or sickness that 
would carry off many of the native 
people, the Hawaiians of Wailuku 
immediately accepted him as a 
true prophet. 
He was an ardent 


royalist, and undoubtedly foretold 
the restoration of the queen, but 
when any Government official was 
near it was the end of the world 
that was interesting him and his 
followers. 
This dire catastrophe 


(either the end of the world or the 
restoration of monarchy) was to 
take place on the 7th of October, 
according to Lukela, and he was to 
appear garbed in pure white rai- 
ment on the day in question. 
As 


that event failed to take place his 
satellites have all deserted him and 
say that he should be arrested as a 
common nuisance. 


During 
Thursday, 
Oct. 
3d, 


•'Chips," a native boy who assisted 
Pilot Bob English, died at Kahu- 
lui. A rumor that gained much 
credence was that three of the 
Maui police were unable to arrest 
him, so they clubbed him, thereby 
breaking both arms, several ribs, 
etc. 
This is utterly false. The 


police had made no attempt to ar- 
rest him. 


It cost Maui people who were in 


the Cocoanut Island quarantine 
$10 each. They report a good time 
in spite of dampness. 0. Abbott, of 
Lahainaluna, wrote in verse a 
humorous account of the proceed- 
ings in quarantine. 


The corner's jury, which was to 


have met on the 7th instant to in- 
vestigate the death of the Hawaiian 
woman at Kamaole, Kula, has ad- 
journed until news comes from 
Honolulu.
